British Planes Also Raid 
in Rhineland, Strike at 
Airfields in France — 
22 Bombers Lost in All 
Operations.

LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—A great 
bombardment fleet of Lancasters 
smashed Berlin last night from a 
clear sky, dropping 1000 long tons 
(1120 United States tons) of incen- 
diaries and explosive bombs in a 
20-minute attack officially de- 
scribed by the British Air Ministry 
as “highly concentrated.” 

Taking up the round-the-clock 
assault, Mitchells, Bostons and 
Venturas roared across the chan- 
nel today and bombed the impor- 
tant railway junctions at Rouen, 
Amiens and Abbeville in Northern 
France. 

From a night of far-ranging op- 
erations—the other British airmen 
ranged over the Rhineland, struck 
at enemy flying fields in France 
and sowed mines in enemy aig 
—the British 22 bombe 

The communique reported the |= 
Berlin raiders encountéred “thick 
clouds along the route,” but said 
that over the target the sky was 
clear. 


DNB, German news agency, re-|° 


ported in a radio broadcast from 
Berlin that a preliminary count 
showed that 15 four-engined bomb- 
ers had been shot down. 

Dispatches to Stockholm news- 
papers said Government buildings 
in the heart of Berlin were hit last 
night, and said the Germans de- 
scribed the raid as “obviously one 
of the largest ever undertaken 
against Berlin.” 

Fighter squadrons met the 
bombers 100 miles outside Berlin 
and there were running fights all 
the way to the target, the dis- 
patches said. 

Third Big Raid in 11 Days. 

The Berlin raid was the third 
heavy one in 11 days, but was not 
on the terrible scale of destructive- 
ness of the ‘two that went immedi- 
ately before it. 

However, it struck the city al- 
ready scarred and smoking from 
attacks that have subjected it to 
more tons of bombs than fell on 
London in all the long months of 
the Luftwaffe's blitz, and thus had 
a cumulative effect far beyond the 
weight of explosives let loose.

FOOD OFFICE ACTS 
TO HALT INCREASE | 
IN. SALE OF MILK 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Fearful the butter shortage may 
reach the danger point, the Gov- 
ernment is setting up machinery to 
hold milk sales at their current 
levels, without point rationing. 
The new restrictions on milk— 
the only major dairy product not 
now under distribution control— 
were promised by the War Food 
Administration last night with this 
warning: 

“Should fluid milk consumption 
expand still further, production of 
cheese, butter, evaporated milk and 
other dairy foods would decline be- 
low the amounts necessary to meet 
essential civilian requirements.” 

A formal order limiting milk 
dealers to their current allotments 
was reported in process of prepara- 
tion. 

The plan, the WFA made clear, 
“does not involve point rationing” 
and does not contemplate “curtail- 
ment of milk consumption below 
recent levels.” 

The announcement termed a 
threat to civilian supplies of but- 
ter and other dairy products “the 
No. 1 problem on the dairy front 
today.”

Postoffice Bars Bond Show Ticket 
Drawing Proposal as a Lottery 


One of the problems plaguing St. 
Louls managers of the Third War 
Loan drive which opens next week 
is how to distribute fairly among 
the 200,000 or more expected to buy 
bonds the 10,800 tickets for the ap- 
pearance at Kiel Auditorium Sept. 
18 of a host of Hollywood stars 
who will come here in support of 
the campaign. 

At the last moment the postof- 
fice turned thumbs down on the 
plan proposed, terming it a lottery 


and up to now no satisfactory al- 
ternative has been worked out, 
“All we wanted to do,” explained 
William C. Connett, general cam- 
paign chairman, “was to draw out 
a certain number of E bond sub- 
scriptions each day, and present 
tickets to those bond buyers. In 
other cities the tickets have gone 
to those who bought the largest 
amount of bonds but we thought 


we'd give every buyer a chance to 


attend, because it’s the $25 and $50 
buyers who have got to help us 
put this drive over.” 

But Postmaster W. Rufus Jack- 
son ruled the plan a lottery, which 
meant the tickets could not be dis- 
tributed through the mails, and 
the newspapers could not publicize 
the method of ticket distribution. 

The show will go on, but how 
the tickets are'to be distributed 
remains a problem. The Postof- 
fice put in its claim for a share 
of the tickets and will get 1000 or 
so, on the basis of the proportion 
of its bond sales to those of other 
issuing agents,

One Effective Attack. 

As I drove down from head- 
quarters I saw landing craft re- 
turning, from Italy and many 
others putting out, while at one 
point I counted more than 100 
craft afloat in the narrow Messina 
strait.

12 Planes Downed.

Gains on Central Front.

tion, striving to reach the speed-

will be a three-day holiday. 

Bus, train and airline service 
out of St. Louis was taxed to ca- 
pacity today as thousands, bent 
on spending the holiday week end 
away from the cjty, struggled to 
get reservations. A spokesman at 
Union Station said the crowd there 
was at least 25 per cent larger 
than the normal wartime crowd, 
and bus officials, who said all 
available equipment was in use, 
estimated the increase to be 10 
to 20 per cent. An airline spokes- 
man, obviously weary of answer- 
ing the telephone, said: “We're 
always busy, but it seems worse 
today.” 

Recruiting offices of the Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard 
will remain open. The Navy re- 
cruiting headquarters, under the 
command of Lt. Comdr. Charles K. 
Saltsman, will interview applicants 
for the Navy’s Seabees, the con- 
struction battalion of the fleet, 

The United States Employment 
Service will remain open from 8

Urge Price Rollback. 


With a majority of the AFL, 
CIO and other labor union mem- 
- bership sticking close to their war 
jobs, the only formal observance 
of Labor Day. by these organiza- 
tions this year came today when 
the unions co-operated in a one- 
day campaign to obtain signatures 
to petitions asking for a “rollback 
in prices.” This activity was part 
of the United Labor Committee’s 
campaign to persuade Congress to 
support the measures necessary for 
the rollback and an effective price 
control. Union ~* representatives 
were stationed in booths at busy 
intersections and in shopping 
centers. 

All Federal offices will remain 
open during the usual business 
hours Monday with the exception 
of the United States District 
Court and the United States Court 
of Appeals and the clerk’s offices 
of those courts.

PREDIGTS LESS MILK 
AT PRESENT PRICES 


Producer Asserts Boost Will 
Stop Sladighter of 
Cows. 


Testimony of dairymen who re- 
questi increases of 70 cents to $1) 
per 100 pounds in the price paid 
them for class 1 fluid milk contin- 
ued today at Forest Park Hotel in 
a hearing opened yesterday by Wil- 
liam C. Wise, principal attorney 
for the office of the solicitor of 
the Department of Agriculture in 
Washington, D. C. 

More milch cows from the St. 
Louls area will be slaughtered in 
the next few months than ever 
before and there will be a serious 
milk shortage here if the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture does not grant 
an increase quickly, Milton M. 
Mueller of Highland, M., president 
of the Square Deal Milk Produc- 
ers’ Association, and a representa- 
tive of the Co-operative Milk Pro- 
ducers of Missouri, asserted. 
Predicting “farmers won't keep 
on milking cows to sell milk at 
present prices,” A. D. Lynch, sec- 
retary-manager of Sanitary Milk 
Producers, said prompt granting 
of an increase would probably les- 
sen the threatened shortage by 
drawing more milk producers into 
the market and causing others to 
remain there, : 

His organization, he said, now 
demands an increase of 98.2 cents 
per 100 pounds, instead of the 70- 
cent rise it asked when joining 
the other producers’ associations in 
requesting the hearing July 8 The 
new demand would bring the price 
to $4.45 a hundredweight, an in- 
crease of about 2.13 cents a quart 
over the present price. 

Karl P. Spencer, attorney for the 
Fresh Milk Institute, an organiza- 
tion of milk distributors, repeatly 
questioned witnesses and Federal 
economists present on the source 
of money for proposed increases to 
be paid producers. He suggested 
subsidies by the Office of Price 
Administration or a lifting of ceil- 
ing prices on milk, declaring that 
handlers, because of a materials 
and man-power shortage of their 
own, could not absorb the differ- 
ence. 

Questioning of Federal econom- 
ists reflected a consideration of the 
danger of dislocating prices on oth- 
er commodities and in other cities. 
The hearing, held at the request of 
milk producers’ associations sup- 
plying 95 per cent of the milk sold 
to St. Louis markets, was attended 
by about 80 representatives of 
dairymen, milk handlers and deal- 
ers and OPA attorneys and agri- 
cultural experts of the Food Dis- 
tribution Administration and WFA. 


SECRET-MILK-CODE REPEALER 


APPROVED BY COMMITTEE 


A bill to repeal that section of 
the amended standard milk ordi- 
nance which provides for a secret 
code to designate the date of pas- 
teurization on bottle caps was ap- 
proved by the Public Welfare 
Committee of the Board of Alger- 
men today and it will be recom- 
mended for passage at a board 
meeting Tuesday.

“No Evidence.” 


The report said Chairman Wal- 
ter E. Bailey (Rep.) of Carthage 
had issued a public invitation to 
all persons having knowledge of 
lobbying to testify, but that “only 
one member of the House ap- 
peared, who made some unsupport- 
ed charges in regard to the lobby 
activities of one concern.” 


“The committee can find no evi- 
dence upon which it could base a 
finding that any such lobby ex- 
isted,” the report said, 

The report noted that the com- 
mittee had obtained fromthe Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
copies of information obtained by 
SEC investigators concerning con- 
tributions by loan companies to 
campaign funds of legislators sev- 
eral years ago when the SEC was 
inguiring into the political slush 
fund of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
sourl. It is known that these files 
contain information concerning 
such contributions by Lichtenstein. 


The report asserted the files, 
which were not made public, gave 
no clew to the committee on “pres- 
ent-day lobbying.” Chairmah Bai- 
ley said the files had been fur- 
nished to the committee on a con- 
fidential basis and could not be 
made public. 


All of the committee members 
concurred in the lobby phase of 
the report, filed 12 days after final 
adjournment of. the 1943 Legisla- 
ture under special leave granted by 
the House.

Minority Report on Rates, 


Only Bailey and Bartram con- 
curred in the recommendation in 
the report that small-loan rates not 
be reduced, at least during the war. 
One factor in delayed filing of the 
final report was refusal of the 
majority to concur in a change in 
the original recommendation for a 
rate reduction. 


The minority recommendation 
was based, it was said, on “new 
evidence” of a decline of the busi- 
ness of the companies in 1942, due 
in part to Federal regulation of 
consumer credit and lack of con- 
sumer goods. The 1942 operations 
of the companies were not available 
to the committee when the. orig- 
inal rate- recommendation was 
made, it was said. 

The “unfavorable trend” in the 
small-loan business, the minority 
said, made it apparent that under 


present conditions the rates previ- | 


ously recommended were too low. 
Net profits of the companies in 
1941, on assets used and useful in 
the business, were only 6.31 per 
cent, it was said, 


Decline in Loans Cited. 


Consolidated reports of the com- 
panies showed loans declined from 
$17,353,966 in 1941 to $13,810,767 in 
1942, and assets used and useful 
declined from $20,228,923 in 1941 to 
$16,858,613 in 1942, it was said. 

The minority said the 1942 oper- 
ations disclosed that some of the 
concerns were forced to liquidate 
and that others might be forced 
out under present conditions. “In 
view of these circumstances,” it 
said, “it is quite likely that to re- 
duce the current rate would be to 
jeopardize the entire small-loan in- 
dustry in the State.” 

As an alternative recommenda- 
tion to no reduction in present 
rates, it was suggested the small- 
loan limit might be increased from 
$300 to $1000, with rates of 2% per 
cent a. month on the first $300, 1 
per cent on $300 to $600, and one- 
half .of 1 per cent on $600 to $1000.

F. B. L. Also Investigating. 

Agents for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation also were making a 
check at the scene, 

Most of the cars destroyed were 
tank cars containing crude oil and 
gasoline. There was one car of 
butter, one of aviation gasoline and 
three of ore. 

During the blaze, guards at the 
Tyson Powder Farm, near the 
scene of the wreck, stood by to 
see that the fire did not spread to 
the Government reservation. 

The 48-car train passed the am- 
munition dump at 6:35 p. m. B. 
W. Adams, conductor, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the eight- 
eenth car in the train apparently 
jumped the rail and carried fol- 
lowing cars off the rail with it 
for several hundred yards before 
they piled up at a switch. 

The first 17 cars were taken to 
St. Louis. Five at the rear of the 
train were undamaged and were 
taken to Pacific. 

Both Tracks Blocked. 

The tank cars, stacked in a 
long pile like pieces of cordwood, 
covered both tracks of the main- 
line Frisco route to the southwest 
and spread their content of oil and 
gasoline over the roadbed. 

All operations on the route were 
halted, but Frisco officials ex- 
pected to have one track in use 
by. this evening. A temporary de- 
tour was made over the Missouri 
Pacific tracks between St. Louis 
and Pacific. 

The fire during the night was 
marked by spectacular explosions 
of cans of high octane aviation 
gasoline, with which one box car 
was loaded. The cars were hurled 
high into the air and several of 
them landed within the limits of 
the ammunition dump, a hundred 
yards away. 

The five members of the train 
crew were unhurt. Three were 
riding in the engine and two others 
were in the caboose at, the rear. 


REICH ATTACK HAS PRIORITY 
ON BIG BOMBERS, ARNOLD SAYS 


General Asserts U. S. Raids Will 
Be Intensified, May Bring 
Collapse of Germany. 
LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).— The 
American daylight bombing cam- 
paign against Germany now has 
No. 1 priority on United States 
heavy bomber production, Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold declared today, 
and it will be intensified in “the 
future” with far bigger bombers 
able to operate in less favorable 
weather than Flying Fortresses do 
now, 
The chief of United States Army 
Air Forces said he thought the Al- 
lied bombing eventually would 
bring a simultaneous collapse of 
German war industry and morale. 
Gen. Arnold wrapped up all 
questions about the effectiveness 
of the campaign with a state- 
ment to a press conference that: 
“If the Germans don’t stop our 
(Allied) bombers they won’t have 


air force they won’t be able to 
continue the war—the same thing 
will happen to them as in North 
Africa and Sicily.”

His time of 
arrival in St. Louis was not gen- 
erally known, and only his wife 
and two children were present to 
meet him when the Washington 
train arrived yesterday at Union 
Station. 

Went Abroad in April. 

Rabbi Isserman went abroad the 
first of last April. He spent all of 
his time in North Africa, except 
for the last two weeks, when he 
was in England, and a few days 
in the Near’ East. He said yester- 
day he was now on indefinite leave 
from the Red Cross, and would re- 


sume his duties at once as head of 
the Temple Israel. 

Shortly after his arrival in North 
Africa, Rabbi Isserman was sent 
to the front, attached to a sur- 
gical unit of an armored division. 
He observed the last four weeks of 
fighting in the Tunisian campaign. 

He was under fire several times. 
“The first time I heard an artil- 
lery shell go over, I said, ‘Gee, 
that sounds just like a shel] is 
supposed to sound.’ Then every- 
body ducked, and I realized it 
really was a shell,” he said, 

Rabbi Isserman said he learned 
to behave like the soldiers. “When 
you hear a shell, all there is to do 
is grab a helmet, look for a trench | 
and hope that one hasn’t got your! 
number,” he said. 

Organized “Town Hall.” 

After the end of the campaign, 
Rabbi Isserman was attached to 
the North African Red Cross head- 
quarters at Algiers, where he or- 
ganized a “Town Hall” program, 
which is now a popular Red Cross 
feature among the armed services 
in the African theater. 

“The most thrilling thing I saw 
in North Africa was the limitless 
power of America—the organiza- 
tion, the materials, the great spirit 
of the men,” Rabbi Isserman said. 

“We must keep our industry go- 
ing, for when the full fruits of our 
factories reach our armies, the war 
will be over. The soldiers have 
the courage, and daring, but that 
is not enough.”

MAYOR OFFERS 


HIS HELP 10 GET 
SMOKELESS FUEL 


Tells Dealers He Hopes to 
Work Out Plan Soon— 
Varying Statements as 
to Supply on Hand. 


Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann has 
promised representatives of coal 
dealers’ assoc.ations and the Citi- 
zens’ Wartime Fuel Committee that 
he will offer “some definite plan 
within a week” to assure an ade 
quate supply of smokeless fuel 
here for the coming winter. His 
offer was made at the conclusion 
of a meeting yesterday, in which 
views of the problems facing local 
industry were aired. 

Contradictory opinions were ex- 
pressed at che meeting as to 
whether St. Louis would be faced 
with a shortage of smokeless fuel. 
Some large dealers contended the 
supply was adequate; others said 
it was not. Small dealers thought 
the shipments were slightly less 
than last year, but that these were 
not being made available to them 
by the track dealers who were at- 
tempting, the small dealers 
charged, to serve both their own 
and the small dealers’ customers. 

Milton Redd, secretary of the 
St. Louis Coal Exchange, whose 
members do 75 per cent of the re- 
tail coal business here, said there 
was more coal on hand on this 
date than ever before. “It is true 
that there are a lot of unfilled 
orders, but these are orders coal 
dealers would not ordinarily have 
at this time of the year,” he point- 
ed out. “I don’t see any reason 
for alarm.” 

Horen Opposes Change in Law. 

Louis J. Horen, chairman of the 
St. Louis Fuel Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, the members of which handle 
20 per cent of the coal sold here, 
said almost as much smokeless 
fuel had been received during the 
last six months as during the same 
period last year. He vigorously 
opposed any change in the smoke 
elimination ordinance. 

Horen said a directive by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes 
required that Eastern smokeless 
coal fields give priority first to 
war plants and then to the Great 
Lakes area before. shipping into 
this section was the reason few 
shipments were being received 
now. He suggested a demand be 
made by St. Louis that it get its 
full share when these other re- 
quirements have been met. 

Representatives of other fuel 
dealer associations claimed that 
St. Louis this year had received 
only about 65 per cent of the 
amount of smokeless fuel] that it 
had received last year by this 
time.

OUR PROBLEM OF OIL SHORTAGE. 

Although the Office of Price Administration has 
never made a clear and satisfactory explanation of 
its opposition to a price increase as a means of 
stimulating the production of crude oil, Secretary 
Ickes appears to be expecting no immediate help 
from that source. Speaking in the capacity of War 
Fuel Administrator, he warned the nation this 
week that there simply is not going to be enough 
gasoline in the next few months for automobile 
driving to be continued at the present curtailed 
rate. Meanwhile, OPA has permitted a slight in- 
crease in the price of gasoline, intending thereby 
to aid certain refineries which were not able to 
operate profitably at the established prices. 

Why OPA considers it is not a breakdown of the 
hold-the-line policy against inflation to allow gaso- 
line prices to rise, but would be a breakdown of 


that policy to permit the producers to charge a 


little more for crude oil, is not clear. Ickes and 
others, including Senator Clark, argued that an in- 
crease of 35 cents a barrel in the price of petroleum 
would have encouraged the discovery of new wells 
and would have rendered profitable further opera- 
tion of many declining wells. OPA, however, stood 
firmly against the price incentive. Now the prob- 
lem is a practical one which bears directly on the 
continued aggressive and successful prosecution of 
the war. 

Until recently there siniply was no way of get- 
ting enough gasoline to the East Coast to fill the 
military requirements and at the same time give 
motorists the same allowance that was possible in 
the Middle West. Completion of the “Big Inch” 
pipeline has given some relief; for the first time 
since the U-boats played havoc with coastwise tank- 
ers, crude oil is being fed to the Eastern refineries 
at practically the normal pre-war rate. In the ab- 
sence of increased production, this East Coast and 
military demand drained off, through the new pipe- 
line and otherwise, enough of the Middle West pro- 
duction to make a reduction in the gasoline ration 
necessary in this area. 

Now, from the East Coast, we must feed fuel to 
the vast fleets of bombers, and we must build up 
reserves for the tanks and the mobile guns and the 
jeeps and the thousands of other vehicles which will 
roll the second front onward toward Berlin and the 
end of the war. And Mr. Ickes looks to the West, 
to the time when much oil from the Pacific Coast 
will be needed to drive death to the heart of treach- 
erous Japan. ; 

So, with all our vast resources of petroleum, there 
is an actual shortage today—a shortage for civilians 
who would like to drive their cars and trucks more 
The home front might 
even dots part more efficiently if it had just a 
little more gasoline to sustain a bit more of our on- 
wheels economy. 

As between civilian driving and adequate supplies 
for the military forces, there is no choice. Adjust- 
ment must be made at home, and should be made 
cheerfully, to the end that all our machines of war 
may drive unchecked to victory. The sacrifice is 
ours to make, and we will make it. 

It serves no purpose to say that more oil would 
have been produced and further curtailment of driv- 
ing would have been unnecessary if the OPA had 
increased the price of crude, It continues highly 
desirable for the crude price to be raised, so that 
the problem of shortage will be attacked not merely 


through the negative method of decreased consump- 


tion, but primarily through the positive method of 
increased production. 
JUST PLAIN TIRED. 

There were many who smiled in pleasure at the 
news that Roosevelt and Churchill waited until 1 
o’clock on invasion morning for a flash that Allied 
troops had at last landed in Italy, and that they 
finally, wearily went off to bed before the news came. 

Somehow the White House scene conjures up a 
picture of a small boy yawning in an armchair by 
the radio, tired from a day filled with large small- 
boy doings—a dam built in the rose bed, a sycamore 
climbed, a strong sword fashioned from a dahlia 
stake and stained with pokeberry juice, a solemn 
hour on hands and knees, watching streams of 
self-important ants move in and out of their colony. 
He waits, eyes soft with drowsiness, for “Mr. Dis- 
trict Attorney” or “Captain Midnight.” He - nods, 
snaps up his head and yawns again, fights sleep 
with the promise of a thrill to come soon, 80 soon, 
if only he can manage to wait it out. 

Sleep wins. He crumples and sinks into the 
cushions, relaxed, hair rumpled, weariness dispelled. 
Waking, next morning, he is very sad for losing 
special moments of excitement that will never come 
again. 

There is something reassuring in the thought that 
a President and a Prime Minister, makers of his- 
tory, leaders whose shaping of the world changes 
it by the hour, are not .too jaded by their great 
affairs to taste excitement in a flash from a foreign 
front. Perhaps each felt a little rueful on invasion 
morning. They had missed a moment that could 
not be retrieved. 
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“DIPLOMACY” IN SPAIN—1939 MODEL. 

The diplomatic skill of Britain's Ambassador to 
Spain does not seem to improve with age, as do 
wine and fine cheeses, but rather to acquire a whiffi- 
ness no less offensive to democratic nostrils for be- 
ing confined to a back room of the Continent. 

Despite Sir Samuel’s alleged “tough talk” to 
Franco, his “demand” that reports to Germany of 
Allied convoys be halted, they continue. A La Linea 
dispatch, re-quoted from Madrid by AP, spyglasses 
45 Allied merchantmen in Gibraltar Bay, riding 
restless anchor with four aircraft carriers, two bat- 
tleships, three cruisers, 20 destroyers. 

Translate that, Nazi High Command. Four car- 
riers! As many as Japan lost at Midway, and such 
a blow that she has since kept her major forces 
hidden behind the skirts of Truk and Rabaul. Two 
battleships, three cruisers, 20 destroyers? No tea 
party aggregation, that, It could be headed for the 
Middle East, perhaps, escorting tinder for a Balkan 
blaze. How nice to have the figures, and accurately, 
before the fleet moves across Duce’s one-time ‘“Nos- 
trum.” 

Thanks for the tip, La Linea. Thank you, Spain, 
drowsy land of cork and olives, Falangists and 
Fascist fancies, balconies and banderilleros, and of 
the chesty, pedestal-perching, comic opera charac- 
ter you call Caudillo—leader. In the same sly fash- 
ion, protesting your winsome “neutfality,” you 
flagged for Germany the Sicilian invasion. 

And thank you, Sir Samuel, late of the disreput- 
able firm of Hoare, Laval & Co., designers, co-makers 
and salésmen of a stream-lined Cataclysm, 1939 
model, which democracy soon discovered to be too 


luxurious, too costly and too slow, As a manufac-

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NOW FOR A FRESH START. 

A new chance to learn the whole truth and see 
justice done in the confused and mishandled 
Melendes case is welcomed by the community as the 
grand jury, summoned by Circuit Judge Ruddy to 
make a fresh start in investigation of the whole 
affair, gets down to work after hearing his supple- 
mentary instructions. , 

Immediately before the grand jury is the question 
whether it interpreted correctly expert medical 
opinions as to the cause of Edward Melendes’ death 
while in police custody, 

If it concludes there was a misinterpretation, the 
grand jury may reverse its previous position—that 
the evidence before it was insufficient to support 
an indictment. Five pathologists, who point out that 
Melendes’ body was battered and bruised from head 
to foot, have insisted he was beaten to death. Didn’t 
the grand jury misinterpret statements of another 
pathologist and assume that, in his opinion, the evi- 
dence did not indicate the prisoner died of a beating? 

In recalling the grand jury, Judge Ruddy was 
careful neither to support nor dispute the charge 
of possible misinterpretation. He made clear that he 
wanted to be sure “no stone was left unturned,” 
and added the following words on the grand jury’s 
high public responsibility: 


It is of the utmost importance to the peace 
and harmony of society not only that the ad- 
ministration of justice and punishment of crimes 
should, in fact, be impartial, but that it should 
be conducted ‘so ag to inspire general confidence. 


Perhaps Judge Ruddy, in his calmly judicial in- 
structions, had in mind the over-zealousness of 
Circuit Judge Russell in his relations with a grand 
jury in early phases of the investigation. That was 
given as the reason for quashing manslaughter in- 
dictments against three city detectives. 

The essential point at this new stage of the 
protracted case is that Judge Ruddy has told the 
grand jurors to “investigate thoroughly” the’ possi- 
bility ofa miisinterpretation, and has instructed 
them not to hestitate to change their minds if they 
find their original conclusion was wrong. 

The grand jury may, of course, go back into 
every phase of the investigation, which, despite 
six grand jury inquiries, still leaves unanswered 
the challenging question, “Who killed Melendes?” 

St. Louis wants to know the answer. Gov. Donnell 
wants to know. Secretary of State Hull wants to 
know. The Mexican Government wants to know. 
Now the grand jury has a new opportunity to get 
at the bottom of the tangled mess. 
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“U. S. Heavily Bombs Pyambwe,” says a headline. 
Looks like one or two bombs fell on the name of 
the place. 
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' REASSURANCE TO RUSSIA. 

The announcement by Gen. Eisenhower that the 
invasion of Italy is not'to be regarded as a second 
front should not dampen enthusiasm over the stir- 
ring news that Allied troops have driven across the 
Messina Strait into Italy. It should rather be taken 
as an indication that we are keeping faith with our 
Russian ally and leaving no doubt of it. 

If the Russians, spending their manhood along 
their terrible battle line, should think that the 
Italian invasion, and no more, was all that the 
United States. and Great Britain had in mind in 
promising a second front this year—‘before,” as 
the Prime Minister said, “the leaves fall”—they 
would have reason to feel that they had been 
deluded and betrayed. 

Gen. Eisenhower's announcement is a notice to 
them, and to us, that the second front, a real second 
front, is still to come, and will come.

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A VICTORY FOR PUBLIC OPINION. 

Public opinion has come off the winner in the 
head-on collision with the unmitigated apathy of 
St. Louis County’s Prosecuting Altorney, Stanley 
Wallach, over the stifled County Court scandals of 
the Lindbergh Bridge and the4school loan funds. 

But the Prosecutor deserves little credit, after six 
weeks of thumb-twiddling inertia, for the decision 
to revive prosecution of the statutory embezzlement 
charges against Clifford Cornell, former Presiding 
Judge of the County Court, and Henry W. J. Rott, 
still a member, 

Mr. Wallach was simply prodded into recognizing 
a clear duty by insistence of the outraged public 
in general, and the St. Louis County Council of 
the League of Women Voters in particular, that 
these grave charges against public servants, trustees 
of public funds, receive a public hearing before a 
Circuit Judge and a trial jury, 

After the indictments were abated last June 21 
on a legal technicality—a plea that the grand jury 
had been unduly influenced by the Judge who im- 
paneled it—Prosecutor Wallach sat back and at- 
tempted to wash his hands of the affair by saying 
he had been barred from the grand jury investi- 


gation. 


He shrugged his shoulders and tried to pass the 
buck to the State Attorney-General’s office, which 
had presented evidence to the grand jury. He 
said he would “take up” the matter with Attorney- 
General McKittrick, who had shown no inclination 
to intervene to the and that, the cases be reopened. 

In course of time, doubtless having heard the 
rumblings of acute public dissatisfaction in St. Louis 
County, the Attorney-General offered to supply the 
necessary complaints and any information needed 
by the Prosecutor. So Mr. Wallach announced he 
would ‘revive the cases. by filing informations. He 
could not very well have done otherwise. 

It would have been better for public confidence 


‘in the administration of justice had Mr. Wallach 


taken action long ago without waiting for the prod 
of public opinion. In any event, the community is 
on guard and will follow closely the progress of 
the prosecution, 

And now that the power of public opinion has 
been so convincingly demonstrated, perhaps there 
will be more instances of its use in cleaning up the 
ancient maladies of St. Louis County government. 
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To conserve materials, WPB has ordered bathing 
suits stripped down to the bare essentials. Stick 
around and find out what happens when an irre- 
sistible force meets an irreducible minimum.

Synthetic Rubber, Success Story 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Our first rubber factory is world’s largest; with a water supply big 
enough for Los Angeles, and half as much electric power as all the 
plants in Delaware generate, it is turning out as much as 18,000,000 
rubber trees; and its product is called better than the natural variety.

UR first rubber factory is in production 
0 and it is the world’s largest. At Insti- 

tute, W. Va., a superb plant 77 acres in 
area is turning out rubber at the rate of 
90,000 long tons a year. That is almost one- 
sixth as much as we used to need in normal 
times—and as much as 100,000 Malay na- 
tives gather from 18,000,000 rubber trees. 
Other plants are coming in—at Louisville, 
Pittsburgh, Baton Rouge, Los Angeles. By 
January we shall be making 750,000 tons a 
year—one-fourth more than we used to buy 
in pre-war days from the plantations of the 
Far East. 


It is hard to visualize the magnitude of 
this achievement, described as the greatest 
industrial program ever undertaken. The 
United States set out to create within two 
years a brand-new industry which would 
produce enough rubber for swollen wartime 
needs,. (Even in peace we use half of the 
whole world’s rubber output.) It was much 
as if we had decided to create the automo- 
bile industry in two years instead of 40. 


Staggering project though it was, we had 
no choice. Every Flying Fortress needs 
more than half a ton of rubber, every tank 
almost a ton, a battleship 75 tons. We had 
to have rubber, or we should lose the war. 


Many Kinds of Rubber. 


Now we know we're going to have it. 
We've succeeded because (1) the Govern- 
ment and the rubber industry had begun to 


study the problem long before Pearl Har- 


bor; (2) American technical skill, the finest 
in the world, went “all out” into the strug- 
gie; and (8) contrary to the general im- 
pression, Government and industry co-oper- 
ated to the full, despite intermittent squab- 
bles. 

Is this new rubber of ours as good as nat- 
ural rubber? 


“Yes,” exclaims a young chemist at the 
West Virginia plant. “In many ways it is 
better. The tree can make -only one kind of 
rubber. We can make many kinds. We 
have, not rubber, but rubbers. 


“Manufactured rubber is improving so 
fast that one should not memorize any 
statements about it, because tomorrow they 
will be out of date. Already it is better 
than tree rubber in automobile tires at 
speeds over 60 miles an hour. It’s better in 
airplane tires, too. The 30,000 items now 
made from rubber call for all sorts of dif- 
ferent characteristics, and we are building 
into man-made rubber the characteristics 
we want, not just those the tree gives us.” 


The Chemists Are Cocky. 


Neoprene, thiokol, butyl, Buna 8S and 
Buna N, and their trade types such as per- 
bunan, hycar and chemigum, are as diverse 
in properties as are the innumerable plas- 
tics. Some are much more resistant to air, 
to oxidation, than tree rubber is. Or they 
are more resistant to oil—the gasoline-sta- 
tion pump hoses have long been made of 
synthetic ruhber. 

“The chemists are cocky about it,” says 
John P. Coe, head of the synthetic division 
of United States Rubber Co. “They are jus- 
tified. There are better rubbers in the test 
tubes than any we now make. We have 
learned more in the last 30 months’ re- 


“search on synthetic rubber than in the last 


30 years’ research on natural rubber.” 

So far as the man on the street will know 
when he buys. a tire, this new substance is 
rubber. In molecular construction, the 
chemists say, there is a siight difference, 


but neither eye nor hand can detect it. Rub- 
ber was so named by the English chemist, 
Joseph Priestley, wheh he found that it 
would rub out a pencil mark. By that sym- 


bolically important test, this product, too, | 


is rubber. 


The process used at Institute happens to 
make its butadiene out of alcohol, The al- 
cohol now cemes from corn.

MR. CHURCHILL’S SPEECH. 


M 


R. CHURCHILL’S Quebec speech was admirable, possessing 
those familiar yet never stale qualities of chivalry, fortitude, bal- 
ance, and candor, that make him at once the grandest and most 


winsome interpreter alive of the fighting democratic spirit. 
Mr. Churchill spoke only in part as the British political and mili- 


tary leader. He made a survey of 


the war situation as a United Na- 


tions statesman, and spoke politically as the mouthpiece of America 
as well as Britain, indicating complete Anglo-American agreement. 


His speech confirms that there 
are major differences of opinion 
between the Anglo-American pow- 
ers and Russia. Fortunately, it 
was full of hope that the relations 
between the western democracies 
and our continental ally may be 
clarified. But there was no indi- 
cation of the basis on which such 
agreement might be reached. 
There was only an account of a 
proposed procedure, namely “a 
meeting of the three foreign min- 
isters, to be followed, in case an 
agreement ig thus reached in prin- 
ciple, by a meeting between Sta- 
lin, Churchill and Roosevelt.

Drew Pearson Incident. 

N SUCH a situation it is a most 

unhappy incident that one com- 
mentator, Drew Pearson, should 
have made the utterly irresponsi- 
ble charge against the American 
State Department, that it desired 
to see Russia bled white. The most 
consistent critics of the State De 
partment are horrified by such an 
allegation. Mr. Churchill rightly 
pointed out that Russia has been 
the recipient, from both America 
and Britain, of enormous amounts 
of munitions, and it is well known 
that the President and Mr. Church- 
ill have pushed through priorities 
for aid to Russia, often over the 
objections of their own military 
staffs. 


Mr. Churchill presented the case 
between Russia and the Western 
democracies with fairness and 
candor—and for the candor espe- 
cially, we must all be immensely 
grateful. It is better for all con- 
cerned to recognize that there are 
issues, than to be led to believe 
that no differences exist. 

The differences to which Mr. 
Churchill devoted so large a part 
of his speech do not arise out of 
ill will, as Mr. Pearson suggested. 
They arise, chiefly out of dispari- 
ties between Russia and the West 
concerning, first, what is militar- 
ily possible, and second, what is 
to be expected in Germany. 

Mr. Churchill's speech was made 
with a subtle choice of words, but 
the Russians will understand ex- 
actly what he meant. It is impor-, 
tant that re referred to the West- 
ern democracies as “the two great 
powers of the sea and of the air,” 
and added that our armies have 
‘only been created since the out- 
break of war. He did not need to 
underline the fact that in this they 
differ greatly from the Russian 
armies, which have been recruited 
by universal service for 20 years. 


ask for a second front; that it is 
thoroughly understandable that 
they should, but he hardened on 
the proposition that we shall make 
a major, operation only when we 
are onably certain of its suc- 
cess, and—to put it bluntly—that 
our own military chiefs, and not 
the Russians are going to be the 
judge of that moment. That 
grandiose front across the chan- 
nel will be opened was promised 
again. But the indication of the 
speech was that it will not be 
done now. The greater probabil- 
ity appears to be the opening of 
yet another front in the Mediterra- 
nean. 


. * * 
What Russians Believe. 

T IS clear that the Russians be- 

lieve. that Germany can be 
,cracked this year by a joint mili- 
tary and political offensive. Up to 
now our leaders have been consist- 
ent in assuring us that we must 
expect a long war before Germany 
collapses. Mr. Churchill, summar- 
izing recent events in Germany, 
the occupied countries and the 
Balkans, the Russian successes 
and the effects of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican bombings, admitted a possi- 
bility. But he expressed himself 
as unwilling to base western strat- 
egy on such speculations and de- 
clined to discuss the length of the 
war, from the viewpoint of Ger- 
man mass psychology. 

On this question there are real 
divergencies of viewpoint not only 
between the Russian analysts and 
our leaders, but in our own camp. 
Some of us believe, for instance, 
that the Casablanca formula of un- 
conditional surrender hag been an 
unfortunate impediment in crack- 
ing the German home front, and 
the German domestic propaganda 
justifies this opinion. This point 
was not touched upon by Mr, 
Churchill, nor could he touch upon 
it until after a conference with 
Stalin. For the postwar German 
question is obviously concerned in 
peace planning. Mr. Churchill 
wisely left it open. 


2 . . 

I got the impression from the 
speech that we are feversing the 
policy of postponing postwar ques- 
tions until after victory, and that 
a sincere attempt will be made to 
find a compromise with the Rus- 
sians. Apparently we have post- 
poned ‘political discussions because 
the Russians made a second front 
according to their own specifica- 
tions a condition for opening them, 
The speech left the hope that this 
condition can be lifted and that 
we can begin, at least, and soon,

TALK COMPROMISE 
ON POSTWAR PLAN 


Mackinac Island Meeting 
to Try to Satisfy All 
Shades of Belief on 


Foreign Policy. 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., 
Sept 4 (AP).—In search of a 
peace-preservation formula for use 
in framing their 1944 platform, 
national Republican leaders talked 
of a compromise today that would 
satisfy the extreme internation- 
ally-minded, the middle-of-the-road 
collaborafionists, and the so-called 
“reservationists.” 

All factions appeared agreed that 
a foreign policy declaration by the 
party’s postwar advisory council 
at the meeting beginning Monday 
would reaffirm, with possibly some 
new phraseology, the Republican 
stand against isolationism voiced in 
and out of Congres since Pearl 
Harbor. 

In the midst of this compromise 
discussion was an unannounced 
“added starter” who, while not an 
official member of the council, 
was invited by Chairman Harrison 
E. Spangler of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee to attend as a 
special adviser. He was Repre- 
sentative Charles A. Eaton of New 
Jersey, 75 years old, ranking Re- 
publican on the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. Eaton, a former 
preacher now serving his tenth 
house term, was passed over when 
the council was formed in mid- 
summer. The ignoring of Haton 
led to under-cover criticism that 
the council’s personnel was too 
heavily “nationalistic.” 

Postwar Collaboration. 

Both Eaton and Senator Van- 
denberg of Michigan, a leading 
“reservationist.”” on the council, as 
well as Spangler, ex-officio chair- 
man of the gathering, predicted a 
proposal on international postwar 
collaboration would be forthcom- 
ing. ' 

Vandenberg sought support for 
his proposal for American partici- 
pation in postwar co-operation “be- 
tween sovereign nations” to pre- 
vent future wars “by any neces- 
sary means”—but with the qualifi- 
cation that this be undertaken by 
“due constitutional ‘process” and 
with “faithful recognition of Amer- 
ican responsibilities and interests.” 
Eaton, Senator Austin of Ver- 
mont, and others were reported op- 
posed to the “sovereignty” or like 
reservations, 

Eaton said he preferred the Ful- 
bright resolution adopted by his 
House Committee which calls for 
American participation in appro- 
priate international machinery 
with power adequate to maintain 
peace, and no strings attached. 
“But I’m not going to die in the 
trenches for that proposition,” he 
added. 

Vandenberg’s Proposal. 
Vandenberg called attention to 
the fact that his resolution, of- 
fered in the Senate in co-opera- 
tion with Senator White (Rep.), 
Maine, was the only one which 
had the three reservations on sov- 
ereignty, constitutional processes, 
and protection of American rights. 
“Its time somebody said for us 
what Winston Churchill said for 
Britain, that he did not become 
Britain’s first Prime Minister to 
preside over the disintegration of 
the British Empire,” Vandenberg 
declared, 

“Also, can you imagine Joe Stalin 
not looking out first for Russia’s 
interests.” 

Purpose of Advisory Group. 

Spangler told a press conferencé 
that the advisory group would 
point the direction the party is go- 
ing, so that all may see. 

“I don’t believe there will be 
any disagreement on fundamental 
policies,” he said, 

Spangler said he had no doubt 
that the “basic thoughts” of sev- 
eral resolutions now pending be- 
fore Congress would be used by the 
advisory council in drafting its 
statement. He pointed out that 
the advisory council’s chief task 
would be to explore all major prob- 
lems for recommendations to the 
party’s nomination convention next 
year. 

In this connection, he said, the 
work of the group would be broken 
up into sub-committees which 
would continue in existence until 
the convention meets, working. with 
experts furnished by the national 
committee. 

Reconversion of Industry. 

He mentioned labor, agriculture 
and finance as among the com- 
mittees and said that the problems 
of reconverting industry to peace 
pursuits after the war would get 
special attention. 

The chairman left little doubt 
the Republican leadership believes 
that President Roosevelt would be 
the Democratic nominee. 

“T think it is quite apparent to 
the people generally that the Pres- 
ident is running again,” he said. 

Spangler took occasion to gain 
some comfort from the vote totals, 
despite the election of a Democrat 
to succeed the late Congressman 
Englebright, Republican, in the 
Second Congressional] District of 
California. Spangler said that 
two Republican candidates running 
against the one Democrat on a 
ballot carrying no party designa- 
tions polled 65 per cent of the to- 
tal vote. 

“That indicates the Republican 
trend is still on,” he said.

Paris Aircraft Plant Hit.

“Terror Raid,” Say Nazis. 


The German radio as usual de- 
gcribed the attack on Berlin as a 
‘terror raid” but acknowledged 
that some damage and fires result- 
ed. “A considerable number” of 
British planes were brought down 
by antiaircraft batteries and fight- 
ers, the broadcast said. 


“Bombers dropped bombs over 
the city and the suburbs,” said 
DNB. “Once again it was beyond 
doubt a terror attack, as residen- 
tial quarters, hospitals, churches 
and other cultural monuments 
were hit and destroyed. 

“While combatting the fires the 
Berlin population showed them- 
selves capable of effective and ex- 
emplary behavior.” 

The Germans also reported that 
British planes had attacked ship- 
ping during the night in the Ijssel- 
meer in Holland, sinking one ship 
and machinegunning several oth- 
ers, 

Associated Press dispatches from 
Stockholm said that large num- 
bers of foreign warplanes—pre- 
sumably R. A. F. bombers return- 
ing from the attack on Berlin—had 
passed over the southern tip of 
Sweden last night, drawing the 
heaviest barrage of the war from 
Swedish antiaircraft batteries. 

The dispatches said one four- 
engined British bomber was shot 
down in flames near Helsingborg 
and its crew killed. Another 
dropped four bombs in the vicinity 
of Vellinge, but caused no damage. 

Although restricted by weather, 
British bombers dumped more than 
19,000 tons (about 21,280 United

GERMANS ORDER DANES 


HOOVER PROPOSES 
TRUSTEESHIP 10 
MANAGE PEACE 
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Urges Cooling-Off Period) 


and Then an Institution 
to Preserve Concord in 


World. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
A movement now to set up a 
trusteeship from among the lead- 
ing United Nations to manage the 
peace was proposed last night by 
Former President Herbert Hoover. 

This was one of four steps he 
suggested to arrange peace, now 
that victory is inevitable. 

Hoover, who delivered an ad- 
dress at the University of Minne- 
sota, said the trusteeship should 
eliminate the usual armistice or 
general peace conference. 

As his second point, Hoover said 
the peace managers chosen by the 
United Nations should impose 
provisional peace terms on the 
defeated nations. 

Thirdly, he said nothing else 
should be done until a period of a 
few years has passed “in which 
the world can cool off.” 

And, lastly, some sort of a world 
institution to replace .the man- 
agerg and preserve peace should 
be created after a co-operative 
spirit has developed within the 
world. This institution, he said, 
should be established to preserve 
the peace—not “make it.” 

Foundation First 

Hoover said the fourth step 
should not be taken until the 
foundations of real peace have 
been laid, because if we make a 
bad one like Versailles, we shall 
simply be laying the kindling for 
World War III. 

Discussing a series of 11 reasons 
for these steps, he asserted that 
while the record of history showed 
that a few nations have always 
dominated the world after a war, 
it would be a new experience if 
they would do it this time under 
agreements made in the open. 

Another reason Hoover revolved 
around returning service men. 

“They are bound to bring home 
all their dislikes and opinions of 
the strange peoples with whom 
they have been operating; at home 
the people will be war-weary (and) 
all the suppressed frictions be— 
tween Allies will come to the sur- 
face,” he said. 

“Conspire, Quarrel and Grab.” 

“If there be a general peace 
conference in the midst of all 
these emotions, as has been the 
practice hitherto, then 40 nations 
will send 2000 diplomats to orate, 
to conspire, quarrel, and grab.” 

He asserted that once the peace 
proposals were explained in a calm 
atmosphere, “the whole sovereign- 
ty question will become academic.” 

Hoover said that during en- 
forcement of the provisional peace 
that he proposed, the managers 
should first restore order in con- 
quered territories, next feed hun- 
gry people, and then restore eco- 
nomic production. 

In the enforcement of the pro- 
visional peace, he said the peace 
managers must totally disarm the 
enemy; punish its leaders; return 
the loot taken and the displaced 
peoples; restore the sovereignty 
of nations “deprived of it,” and 
determine, at once, temporary 
boundaries.

Oth- 
ers will be drawn from French Tu- 
nisia, Algeria and Morocco. 

Seeking to avoid difficulties with 
the Allies, the committee revoked 
martial law throughout North 
Africa, but left safeguarding of 
certain ports and all lines of com- 
munication in the hands of the 
Army This, it is thought, will 
comply with Allied Commander-in- 
Chief Dwight D. Eisenhower's re- 
quirements for the security of the 
Allied forces and their supply 
points. 

The committee unanimously re- 
gards all agreements, such as the 
Darlan-Clark pact, as null and void, 
but does not wish to raise an is- 
sue in that form. (Apparently the 
reference is to arrangements with 
Admiral Jean Darlan to cease 
French resistance at the time of 
the Allied landing in Africa in 
November, 1942. Maj. Gen. (now 
Lt. Gen.) Mark W. Clark figured in 
negotiations with the French.) 

Another important step taken by 
the committee yesterday was hand- 
ing over of the direction of French 
resistance movements to a body of 
three men: Gen. Charles de Gaulle, 
Gen. Henri Giraud and Andre 
Philip, who was De Gaulle’s resist- 
ance leader in France prior to his 
escape last year. 

This decision virtually places 
leadership of resistance in De 
Gaulle’s hands.

TO SURRENDER WEAPONS

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Gen. Hermann von Hannecken, 
German military dictator of Den- 
mark, today ordered Danish citi- 
zens to surrender all weapons and 
ammunition by Sept. 7 under pain 
of the most severe punishment. 

The order accompanied a decree 
issued last night rescinding the re-| 
cent modification of martial law) 
because of continuous anti-German 
sabotage and was announced by 
the Nazi-controlled Danish radio. 

Enforcement of the new curfew 
and weapon decrees will be carried 
out by the Lanish police, the Ger- 
man announcement said. 

This was interpreted here as a 
further sign that the Germans had 
been forced to yield some enforce- 
ment powers to the Danish authori- 
ties because they were not pre- 
pared to handle the country’s ad- 
ministrative functions when they 
established their military dictator-

Interior Secretary Bars 
Taking Spruce for 
Planes Until Need Is 


Proved. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
_ Whether Olympic National Park 
should be logged for war purposes 
has become an issue of controversy 
between Donald M. Nelson, war 
production chief, and Interior Sec- 
retary Ickes. 

Nelson, it was disclosed today, 
has informed Ickes that without 
epruce from the parklands, the 
production of certain types of air- 


craft must be curtailed. But 
Ickes contends that Canada should 
supply a greater portion of this 
wood and greater efforts should 
be made to obtain it from private 
forests, before any decision on 
whether loggers shall enter the 
Olympic Park. 

‘In a letter to Ickes, Nelson asked 
for: 

“The transfer by the Secretary 
of the Interior of certain lands 
bearing timber needed for the war 
from the Olympic National Park 
to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation . . ., the lands to 
be operated by a subsidiary of 
the RFC, which would be author- 
ized ‘ to deal with defined 
critical and strategic materials.” 

He added that “on receipt of 
your agreement with this program 
I am prepared to ask the Presi- 
dent to define Sitka spruce and 
Douglas fir as critical and strate- 
gic materials.” 

Subsequently, Ickes told a mem- 
ber of Congress that if and when 
the WPB could show that the 
logging of spruce within Olympic 
Park was essential to the war 
program, he would agree. The 
Congress member, asking not to 
be quoted by name, said Ickes 
made it plain, however, that such 
action could not be predicated on 
what he termed a mere desire of 
the mills of the Olympic peninsula 
to obtain logs from the park be- 
cause it would be a handy source 
of supply. 

Ickes, who has jurisdiction over 
the parks, also said he had been 
informed that no aircraft factories 
manufacturing-.woaden planes for 
the United States Ind Great Brit- 
ain, particularly the Mosquito 
bomber, had been shut down be- 
cause of a lack of suitable ma- 
terial. He emphasized that Brit- 
ish Columbia’s estimates of its 
stands of Sitka spruce were equiv- 
alent to the combined estimates 
for the states of Washington and 
Oregon. 


WPB WEAKENS BAR ON ARMY 
‘RAIDING’ OF CIVILIAN GOODS 


‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
A War Production Board directive, 


which was to have safeguarded 
civilian production from military 
“raiding,” has been pulled back, 
following army objections, and will 
appear shortly in a weakened ver- 
sion, it was learned last night. 

The original order, addressed to 
manufacturers but never signed, 
forbade them to deliver to 
the armed services any goods be- 
ing produced under civilian steel 
quotas, unless the military order 
carried the emergency triple-A 
priority rating. 

The revamped directive elimi- 
nates that prohibition, but requires 
a manufacturer to notify WPB 
whenever a priority order from 
a Government agency would cause 
him to dip into his allotment for 
civilian use. WPB then will ap- 
prove or disapprove the release of 
the goods. Its signature is expect- 
ed within two or three days. 


TOTAL U. S. EARNINGS SHOW 
31 PCT. RISE OVER YEAR AGO 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Americans received $56,761,000,000 
in wages and salaries in the first 
seven months of this year, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Jones reported 
last night. This is 31 per cent 
higher than the amount earned in 
the same period last year and 87 
per cent above earnings in the cor- 
resppnding period of 1929. 

In July alone, wages and salaries 
aggregated $8,413,000,000, an _ in- 
crease of 8 million dollars over the 
preceding month and $1,720,000,000 
above July of last year. ‘ 

For the seven-month 1943 period 
total income payments to individ- 
uals were put at $78,913,000,000, a 
27 per cent increase over the corre- 
sponding period a year ago and 65 
per cent above the $47,819,000,000 
figures in 1929. :

Forrest C. Decker, 23, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. August C. Decker, 
3914A North Twenty-second street, 
was wounded last July 31 in the 
Southwest Pacific, the aWr De- 
partment reported. He was in- 
ducted Jan. 30, 1942, and has been 
overseas more than a year. Cpl. 
Decker is a graduate of Central 
High School, and was employed 
by the Tobin-Hamilton Shoe Co., 
2632 Palm street, before entering 
the armed forces. 

Pvt. Walter £. Rice, who was re- 
ported missing in May; 1942, is now 
listed as a prisoner of the Japa- 
nese, his wife, Mrs, Martha Rice, 
515 Court street, Belleville, was in- 
formed by the Red Cross yester- 
day.

A share went to 
each of two sisters, and the re- 
maining share was divided equally 
between two nieces, Attorneys in 
the case, Joseph B. McGlynn, rep- 
resenting Lorius’ estate, and Dan 
D. Goodell, representing the es- 
tate of Mrs. Lorius, received $4500 
each.

It’s Different Now. 
HE strangest case of self- 
consciousness along that line 
that I’ve run onto is Capt. Waldon 
Lowe of Las Cruces. He had a 
chance to go home on furlough 
last Christmas, but didn’t because 
he was ashamed to be seen at home 
after spending two years in the 
Army and still not getting out of 
the United States. Now that he 
has leaped the overseas hurdle 
and feels qualified to go home, 
he can’t get there, of course,

IE is said to be the favorite 

American dish~and apple pie 

‘the favorite of all pies. Wheth- 
er or not pie actually holds title 
doesn’t -‘matter, for it is evident 
from the way the family welcomes 
a fresh apple pie, that it is in no 
danger from its rivals. This one- 
crust version demands your most 
tender pastry and the tart apples 
which are now in season. The fin- 
ishing touch is a struesel topping— 
a variation which goes back to 
grandmother’s day. Crunchy and 
tasty—it also saves on shortening. 


Apple Pie With Struesel Top. 


Plain pastry, two pounds tart 
cooking apples (six to seven large 
apples), one-half cup sugar, one ta- 
blespoon flour, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one-half, cup flour, one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-fourth cup 
light brown sugar, firmly packed, 
three tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine. 


Line an eight-inch pie plate with 
pastry rolled to a thickness of 
slightly less than one-eighth inch. 
Fit pastfy well into ‘angles of pie 
plate; trim with kitchen shears, 
leaving one-half inch of pastry ex- 
tending all around the plate. Turn 
pastry under neatly, so that edge 
is flush with plate; flute in any 
way desired. Keep in refrigerator 
while preparing apples. Peel ap- 
ples thinly, quarter, core and slice. 
Mix white sugar with the one ta- 
blespoon flour. Sift one-half of su- 
gar mixture over bottom of pastry. 
Arrange apples compactly over this. 
Sift remaining sugar mixture over 
top of apples. Dot with one table- 
spoon butter or margarine. Rub 
flour, cinnamon, brown sugar and 
butter together to form coarse, 
crumbs. Sprinkle over top of ap- 
ples. Butter edge of a kettle cover 
which will fit over the apples. 
Place covered pie in hot oven (425 
degrees) and bake for 20 minutes; 
reduce heat to slow oven (300 de- 


baking until apples are cooked 
thoroughly, about 40 minutes long- 
er. Cool to lukewarm before serv- 
ing. Serves four to six,

At 
least, I thought, this cheerfulness 
might be put on for me, so I asked 
one of the nurses last night and 
she said they were so glad, to get

Contract 
Bridge

é6é EAR Mr. Culbertson: In a 

[) samiy game of rubber 

bridge, I was partner to 
the funking of a noble opportunity 
and it would greatly help in re- 
storing peace of mind if I could 
know what I should have done 
under the circumstances. This 
was the deal: 

“South, dealer. 

“Both sides vulnerable, 

“North-South 60 part-score.

“When I picked up the South 
hand, I was not properly prepared. 
Among many things which keep 
my bridge game down, however, is 
the habit of acting quickly and 
unhesitatingly,.and really thinking 
afterwards (if at all) when it is too 
late. 

“IT bid two spades, West passed, 
and partner responded with three 
spades. East passed. I could see 
five useless cards and, putting dis- 
cretion before valor, I bid three no 
trump, which ended the bidding. 
When I saw partner’s four queens, 
I felt that perhaps I should have 
bid four no trump Initially, which 
might have startled partner into a 
realization of the sort.of hand I 
held and the value of his queens. 
Was there something that was just 
right for me to do, and should part- 
ner not*have valued his queens 
higher, anyhow? 

“We shall be grateful for light 
on‘this query.” 


There was indeed something ex- 
actly right for South to do and 
something equally right for his 
partner to do in response. South 
should have opened with three no 
trump, neither more nor less. In 
the Culbertson system this bid, it 
is true, shows only seven to seven 
and one-half honor tricks, whereas 
South actually held eight, but in 
view of the fact that South had no 
other card as high as a 10 and, 
more important, in view of the sec- 
ond fact that South would be mak- 
ing the bid on a 60 score, ,North 
would have no trouble in placing 
him with a veritable powerhouse. 
Then merely by following’ these 
specific instructions from the Gold 
Book, “The responder to three no 
trump should raise once for every 
top honor, queen or better, over 
two...” North would offer perfect 
co-operation by raising to five no 
trump (one raise each for both 
queens over two). South would, of 
course, enthusiastically grasp the 
chance to bid six no trump and 
there the contract would rest. A 
grand slam was unbiddable and, 
indeed, unsafe, depending as it did 
on a 3-2 break of spades,

Left-overs 


Are Safe If 
Care Is Taken

HERE is, theoretically, some 
T extra danger of food poisoning 

in times like these when food 
is short and housewives preserve 
every scrap of left-overs, but not 
if the ordinary precautions that 
you have always used are observed 
—which is to put the food you are 
going to use in an icebox. 

Mr. Paul de Kruif sounds off in 
the July “Reader’s Digest” about 
the dangers and says not to lave 
the left-overs — such as custards, 
cream puffs, cottage cheese—in a 
warm kitchen. I found one house- 
wife trembling at Mr, de Kruifs 
pronouncement that foods can 
turn into a violent poison in a few 
hours unless you handle them 
properly. 

Well, I don’t know what kind of 
kitchens Mr. de Kruif has been 
attached to the last few years, but 
me and my gal, we have always 
put the left-overs in the icebox. 
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THERE have always been epl- 
demics of food poisoning and they 
are no more dangerous or fre- 
quent now than they have ever 
been. 

Also some bureau in authority 
in Washington sent out 4@. scare- 
head to those who were canning 
to beware of botulism and to do 
this a pressure cooker was neces- 
sary. Well, in a city of a half mil- 
lion inhabitants with all its stores 
there was not one pressure cooker 
to be bought. Besides between 
1932 and 1942 there were 21 cases 
of botulism in the United States. 
Besides, 90 per cent of the out- 
breaks occurred on the Pacifie 
Coast. Not one occurred in New 
England from 1920 to 1942. Let’s 
not scare 130 millions of Ameri- 
cans when you can concentrate on 
California and Oregon, 

The only common  vegetables* 
that are likely to be contaminated 
with botulism are beans, corn, as 
paragus and apricots. So can all 
the peaches, pears, cherries and 
tomatoes and so forth you want 
with a clear conscience. Mother 
has been doing it since Bull Rus 
without a pressure cooker. 
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THERE IS no such thing as 
food poisoning in the sense that 
the food deteriorates and gener- 
ates a poison, what used to be 
called “ptomaine” poisoning. I say 
this on no less authority than that 
of Dr. D. V. Whipple at as recent 
a date as 1941 in “Hygeia.” 

What does occur is food con- 
tamination with germs, and that 
gives the symptoms of food poi- 
soning. And the only common 
form of food contamination that 
occurs in the temperate zone to 
food that is kept as a left-over is 
from the germs of the staphy- 
lococcus and the salmonella group 
and neither of these is dangerous 
if you get plenty of water in the 
patient, 

Mostly they are nice, mild little 
illnesses, never fatal, that make 
you the center of attraction to the 
whole neighborhood, clean you out 
thoroughly, put you on a forced 
reducing diet, and send you back 
to work looking younger and slim 
mer than ever. 

If I had gone into my Aunt 
Jule’s kitchen while she wag do- 
ing her fall preserving and told 
her she ought to use a pressure 
cooker, she would have heaved a 
skillet at me. And her preserves 
had quite a reputation—especial- 
ly for healthfulness,
